CHICAGO SUED BY 
SUN FOR $230,142 


Action Filed in Clayton Names 
Transactions Covering Period 
of 20 Years. 


In a suit filed this morning at Clayton, 
Elmyr A. Laughlin of Oregon, III., asks 
that his father, Henry D. Laughlin. 
wealthy owner of the Great Northern 
Hotel in Chicago, be required to pay 
him $230,142.26, covering a long series of 
remarkable transactions alleged to have 
been ‘conducted between the two during 
a period of 2 years, from 1898 to 1916. 
The action was brought in St. Louis 
County on account of the elder Laugh- 
lin’s extensive ‘holdings there. ; 

alleges that;’ in 190% ‘he 
was the sole owner of the West Coast 
Co. of Chi „ and that in the two 
years following his father drew money 
from the concern until the total drafts 
amounted to $16,000 more than the con- 
cern was worth. To keep it from going 
to the wall the son borrowed $4000 from 
a friend of his father’s, named Gold- 
berg, while the father also borrowed 
$20,000 from Goldberg. When the loans 
became due Goldberg was unable to col- 
lect from Henry Laughlin, who, accord- 
ing to the petition, went to his son and 
urged him to sell the company to Gold- 
berg. He did so, taking Goldberg's 
notes for $64,000. Henry Laughlin was 
to have indorsed the notes, but by an 
oversight was not required to. 


Aste ¢ vr Retmburse 
Later 4 ‘elder Caugnlin pa paid the 


$20,000, and wired to his son to 
hasten to Chicago and collect what 
was owed to him by Goldberg. On 
his arrival, the plaintiff alleges, he 
found that Goldberg had entered 
bankruptcy. The elder Laughlin ad- 
vised his son to settle with Goldberg 
for what he could get, and promised 
to make good the difference, the petl - 
tion says. Goldberg paid $18,000, 
leaving $42,000 still due the plain- 
tiff. He declares that his father has 
refused to reimburse him, and asked 
that he be compelled to do so. 

In 1901, the charges continue, the 
younger Laughlin, as owner of the 
Porter Baxery Co., agreed to lease the 
plant to his father for a term of three 
years, in return for which Henry Laugh- 
lin contracted to buy $10,000 cash into 
the concern’s treasury. The latter was 
not done, it is alleged, and Elmyr 
Laughlin himself had to pay the $10,000 
due the concern. 

Later, it ig declared, the son, in de- 
ference to the wishec of his father, 
consented to sell the Porter Battery 
for $7500, $2600 less than it was worth, 
to Dr. William A. Tichenor of Chicago, 
a colse personal friends of Henry 
Laughlin. In payment Fimyr Laugh- 
lin accepted $2000 of stock in the West 
Coast Co. and the physician’s notes 
for the rest. 

Dr. Tichenor eventually refused to 
pay the balance, the petition says, 
and when the plaintiff was about to 
bring suit, Henry Laughlin persuaded 
him to arbitrate.

The purpose of the grand jury wil' 
be to learn whether, as the police bes 
lieve, the father paid a ransom for the 
boy’s return, and to trace the crime to 
its perpetrators, whom the Vivianos, 
through fear, are believed to be shield- 
ing. 
Kidnaping, under the State law, is 
punishable with the death penalty, and 
the fact that the stolen child is restored, 
or that the parents wish to drop the 
case, has no effect on the gravity of 
the offense. A parent, knowing the 
identity of anyone concerned in a kid- 
naping and shielding such a person, 
would be liable to prosecution for com- 
pounding a felony, it was stated in the 
Circuit Attorney's office. 

Won't Admit Paying Ransom. 

The father would not admit, when 
seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter, that 
he had paid a ransom, and said he had 
consulted some influential friends, who 
had promised to help him, and that the 
prospect of discovery had frightened the 
kidnapers into releasing the child. 

His brother, Salvatore Viviano, said to 
the reporter recently, that Gaetano was 
in constant communication with “agent? 
of the society,“ meaning the kidnapers, 
and that the delay ip the boy's return

The boy was taken this morning to 
police headquarters, where he was 
questioned. Later, destectives started 
out with him and his father in the ef- 
fort to find the house where, according 
to his story, he was held prisoner. This 
house is believed to be not far from the 
place where he was found at 8:00 last 
night, the northeast corner of Four- 
teenth and O' Fallon streets. This corne: 
was the starting point for the search 
today, and the Rev. Father J. J. Butler 
of St. Lawrence O’Toole’s Church, who 
found the boy there, was with the de- 
tectives and the boy for a time, 

In his first story of the kidnaping, told 
to policemen and reporters at the Water-. 
man avenue house, soon after his re- 
turn, the boy said his captors talked of 
being in East St. Louis. He said, how- 
ever, that he crossed no bridge after he 
was taken away from his place of cap- 
tivity, and that he walked not more 
than 10 minutes, turning several cor- 
ners, to reach the place where he was 
found. 


Describes Four Men. 

The boy also told of six men as figur- 
ing in his experience, and described four 
of them. These descriptions have been 
sent to all the police stations. 

The boy’s story was told intelligently, 
though, because of his physical weari- 
ness, much questioning was required 
to get the details from him. 

He said that on Thursday morning, 
March 1, shortly after 8 o’clock, he was 
walking alone on the south side of Wa- 
terman avenue, a few doors west of 
River des Peres, on his way to St. 
Roch's parish school. A man walked 
out from between two houses and said, 
“Are you going to school?” The boy 
said he was and the man invited him 
to ride in a wagon. Frank made no an- 
ewer, but the man lifted him into the 
wagon, which had the words “Farmer? 
Market” painted on the sides, and which 
had a yellow cloth top and tarpaulin 
curtains. 


Describes His Kidnapers. 

Frank said the man who got him into 
the wagon was about 0 years old, and 
short, and that he wore a blue cap and 
a brown suit, and had a dimple in his 
right cheek. In the wagon were two 
men, one about the same age as the 
one just described, and with a similar 
dimple, wearing a brown soft hat and 
brown coat, with black trousers. The 
other man in the wagon he did not re- 
member well enough to describe. The 
men were Italians, and, he believes, 
Northern Itallans. 


The men drove with him on Rosedale 
avenue to Deimar avenue, and passed 
his schoo! without stopping. Frank said 
he then first realised that something 
was wrong, and that he screamed, but 
the man put both hands over his mouth 
and made him lie down on the fleor of 
the wagon.

Yet, if in the use 
ot force the necessities of self-defense 
should require one of our warships to 
destroy a German submarine, that 
would undoubtedly amount to an act of 
war It would not, however, be a 
cause of war, since it-would involve no 
denial of Germany’s rights. 75 
Whether acts or causes of war result 
in war depends upon the state affected. 
The modern view is that there must be 
an intention, usually evidenced by a dec- 
laration, or war does not exist, even in 
the midst of armed violence. Says the 
eminent authority, Weslake: 

‘Tt (war) can be set up only by the 
will to do 80, but that will may be un- 
ijateral, because the state of peace ro- 
quires the concurrent wills of the Gov- 
ernments to live together in it, and is 
replaced by a state of war as soon as 
one of these wills is withdrawn.” 

It appears to be President Wilson's in- 
tention to prezerve peace with Germany, 
while using such force as may be neces- 
gary for the ends of self-defense, in 
which event war would come only by a 
declaration of contrary intention by

AMSTERDAM, March 14.—A battle be- 
tween German seaplanes and Russian 
destroyers in the Black Sea is reported 
in an official statement issued by the 
Berlin War Office. The destroyers were 
approaching Constanza, the Rumanian 
port, and were forced to retreat, the 
statement says, after bombs had been 
dropped upon them by the seaplanes.

Railway President Learns They 
Wil Operate Limited Number 
of Freight Trains. 


The president of one of the big South- 
western lines, who does not care to 
have his name used, told a Post Dis 
patch reporter -this morning that he 
had learned from union leaders that the 
plans of the trainmen, in the event a 
strike is declared; contemplate permit- 
ting the operation of a limited ‘number 
of freight trains. He declared it has 
been learned by the railroads from 
sources ‘within brotherhood counsels 
that the strike will not be ruthlessly 
declared at first, but is to progress to 
that point, just as the strike is to 
spread from system to system if the de- 
mands of the men are not met at Thurs- 
day’s meeting with railroad managers in 
New York. 

Rallroad men have been informed, ac- 
cording to this official, that passenger 
service is not to be disturbed on any 
railroad at-the initiation of strike. But 
the men p to inform the roads, 
it is said, that no freight cars are to be 
attached to passenger trains or passen- 
ger cars to freight trains with the aim 
of evading the purpose of the freight 
tieup. 

It has been learned, he said, that the 
men will permit one railroad in each 
distinct territory, one in the Southwest, 
West, North and East to operate a full 
freight train service for freight, the 
idea being to provide an artery througn 
which may pass, from one part of the 
country to the other, food and perish- 
able goods. The railroad heads regard 
this as a bid on the part of the men for 
favorable public sentiment. , 

Most of the 50 delegates to the meet- 
ing of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, representing the Southwest- 
ern lines, held yesterday at the Ameri- 
can Annex, left last night for their 
homes, following an executive session 
lasting four and a half hours. 

E. C. Curtis of Crystal City, Tex., vice 
president of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors, who presided at the meeting, 
declined to discuss the business trans- 
acted, 

“Anything that is said of this meet- 
ing will have to come now from the 
meeting of the officials of the brother- 
hoods, which will be held in New York,” 
he said. 

It was apparent that all of the dele- 
gates had been instructed to say noth- 
ing and guards were statiaged at the 
elevators to keep reporters off of the 
floor on which the delegates were in 
session. 

Curtis said that the power vested in 
the chiefs of the brotherhoods last fall 
terminated with the conclusion of the 
negotiations at that time and that it 
was necessary again to give them the 
authority by a vote of the various coun- 
che. He would not say whether or not 
a vote was taken at the meeting in the 
Annex. ö 

During the session a number of men, 
seemingly a committee, retired from the 
main meeting and went to another room, 
where they were in conference about 15 
minutes before returning to the large 
banquet room, where the session was 
held.

DENIES ALL “INTRIGUES” 


Believes There Will Be War 
With This Country if U-Boat 
Sinks American Ship.

BERLIN, Tuesday, March 13.— Will 
there be war between the Unite“ States 
and Germany?“ Count von Bernstorff 
was asked in Copenhagen. 

That depends on our U-boat warfare. 
If we sink an American ship we shall 
undoubtedly get war. If not, I suppose 
we can avoid it,“ the Count replied. 

“And if Germany sinks British ships 
with Americans aboard?“ he was asked. 

That, after all, isn't the same thing.“ 
he said. 

Asked if he had been correctly quoted 
by a Norwegian paper to the effect that 
President Wilson might not have been 
disappointed that Congress postponed 
the decision regarding warlike measures, 
Count von Bernstorff was silent. 


When told many papers had reported 
that he sent a messenger with the 
famous Zimmermann note to Mexico and 
that the message had been intercepted 
on American soil, Bernstorff laughed 
Then he answered, seriously: 

J don’t know what happened. I am 
hard hit by the news, which first 
reached me at Christiania, that instruc- 
tions to the Imperial Minister to Mexico | 
passing through my hands had come to 
the knowledge of the American Govern- 
ment. 


How the American Government gain- 
ed possession of those instructions, 1 
don't know. There remains only the 
supposition that the English or Amer- 
ican secret service gained possession of 
secret cipher in which the telegram was 
transmitted from Washington to Mex- 
ico. 

That the publication of the note has 
aroused the utmost attention in America 
is natural; likewise, that our enemies see 
in it a welcome means for increasing the 
existing excitement against Germany to 
a fever heat. 


When told that many German foreign 
political experts had sharply condemned 
the Mexican alliance plan, Bernstorff 
answered: It was a project for the 
eventuality of war.

“As for ‘German intrigues’ in American 
countries, I want to state emphatically 
that we have always most decidedly de- 
clined to intertere in politics on the 
American Continent. All American as- 
sertions regarding German intrigues in 
Cuba and Colombia are fairy tales. 
give you my absolute assurance that as 
long as I occupied the post of Imperial 
Ambassador in Wa-hringtou, never did 
even the slightest indica ſon come to my 
knowledge that the Imperial Gover- 
ment was seeking to influence the policy 
of the States mentioned or of other Cen- 
tral and South American States in a 
sense hostile to the United States. 


We have always pursued exclusively 
economic aims and frequently we have 
deliberately neglected fostering the 
great economic interests which we have 
in all these countries so as to spare the 
sensibilities of the United States.

northeast of Madrid, and nine others, 
including four officers of the Goeben, 
a naval doctor, a law stiident and two 
sailors—none of whom was interned— 
and a Sergeant interned at Alcala de 
Henares, 17 miles northeast of Madrid. 

According to statement® made by the 
Germans in the vessel Which captured 
them the scheme for escape from Spain 
was organized in August. Lieut. Car! 
Koch being the prime mover. From 
Pamplona he got in touch with the Ger- 
man Vice Consul at Vigo, who prom- 
ised all possible support and put him 
into communication with the officers of 
two German vessels which have shel- 
tered in the bay since the beginning of 
the war. 

Through spanish interrnediaries 
little sailing ship Virgen del Socorro 
was purchased. Lieut. Koch, who on. 
tained a pass to journey some 20 miles 
away, trave'ed@ with several companions 
by motor car and train to Vigo on Ot. 
5 while Sergt Dietrich Gratschuss, in 
company with others, traveled from Al- 
cala on Oct. 2.

Ship Sails and Returns. 

To allay suspicicns the Virgen del 
Socorro made a voyage to sea and re- 
turned to Vigo on Oct. 5 or 6 and moored 
alongside the German steamship Wehrt. 
The fugitives, whp had scattered them- 
selves over the notels and  \lodgirnz 

ouses, set out one by one for the 
Wehrt, and immediately began tran- 
shipping provisions and stores tron. her 
to the Virgen del Socorro. At 2 a. i 
on Oct. 7 this work was completed, the 
little vessel was towed outside the bay, 
and then, under full sail, turned her 
prow to the northwest. The little ves- 
sel was painted white—a ruse, it was 
thought, to disarm suspicion. She was 
so small that all the 20 men could not 
be on deck at the ‘same time. 

It was a perilous voyage, and for 
long days the little boat was the play- 
thing of the waves. The suffering of 
those on board in the terrible weather 
encountered was intense. On Oct. 2 
they 
west of Bantry, in the south of Ireland. 
There the storm increased in violence, 
and the ship, battered by seas, seemed 
likely’ to founder. After a consultation 
it was decided to abandon the original 
plan of going round the British Isles, 
and the ship made for the Channel in 
the hope of making the Belgian or 
Dutch coasts. 


Six Terrible Days. 

After six terrible days the coast of 
Cornwall was sighted, and on Nov. 4 
the Germans found themselves in sight 
of the Island of Lundy, at the entrance 
to the Bristol Channel. From there, pro- 
ceeding slowly, they contrived to circle 
the Scilly Islands, turning by the Lizard 
on Nov. 6. 

The daring adventure nearly succeed- 
ed, for the little ship eluded the patrols 
until on Nov. 8 the Ramsgate examiners 
came into the picture, when the Ger- 
mans were practically within sight of 
the Belgian coast. 

Throughout the whole of her journey 
the Virgen del Socorro had flown the 
Dutch flag, but when challenged by the 
English patrol vessel the German white 
ensign was displayed. She was brought 
to Ramsgate, where the captives were 
landed. Under escort the prisoners were 
taken to a restaurant on the sea front, 
but the proprietor, although a heavy 
sufferer through the war, refused to 
provide food for the enemies. Even 
tually they were taken to the sailors’ 
home and given food. 

Their vessel is still at Ramsgate.

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BOARD MEASURE’S 
PASSAGE IN DOUBT 


Senator Brogan Indicates He 
May Not Push Measure, Which 
House Has Adopted. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 14—The 

partisan School Board bill for St. Louis, 

introduced in the Senate and House in 

the guise of a bipartisan measure, is ex- 

pected to be amended when it is called 


in the Senate, to eliminate the feature 
which would permit party committees to 
elect organization candidates to member- 
ship on the St. Louis board Virtually 
without opposition. : 

The bill was introduced in the House 
by Conners of St. Louis, and the Senate 
by Brogan of St. Louis. It has been 
passed by the House, and the House 
bill is pending for third reading and 
final passage in the Senate. 

The measure limits the number of 
nominations to be made by either party 
for membership on the Board of Educa- 
tion to one-half the number of members 
to be elected. 

Senator Brogan said the purpose of 
the bill was to make the board biparti- 
san by statute, as it was for many 
years under an agreement of politica! 
party committees. The measure is op- 
posed by St. Louis educators on the 
ground that instead of improving the 
standard of the board it would result 
in making it more partisan. Political 
committees could choose the candidates 
and they could not be defeated in the 
general election. because there would be 
only as many nominees as members to 
be elected - 

Brogan said today that he had no ob- 
jection to an amendment proposed by 
Edward A. Raithel, a member of the 
board, giving the committee of either 
party the right to reject the nominees 
of the other party. 

The Board of Education is opposed 
the bill in un form, but, if it is to be 
Passed, wants the amendment adopted. 
Its passage is in doubt. Brogan said to- 
day he would not be in a hurry to call 
it up, and that he did not desire to put 
through a measure to which the educa- 
tional interests of the city had meri- 
torious objections.

The first article of the Geneva con- 
vention, he said, providing that the 
wounded shall be cared for, without dis- 
tinction of nationality, by the belliger- 
ent in whose power they are, is often 
abused for the sake of military advan- 
tage. 

In our own Civil War,” he explained, 
‘the Confederate Government offered 
to turn over 15,00 wounded Union sol- 
diers, without an equivalent. Lincoln 
refused, not wishing to lighten to that 
extent the burden of the South. In the 
earlier campaigns of the Russo-Japanese. 
War, the Russians abandoned their 
wounded in such numbers as seriously 
to émbarrass the Japanese sanitary 
service.“ wih 

Another article, requiring the belliger- 
ent who remains in possession of the 
field, to search for the wounded after a 
battle, has been abrogated by modern 
trench warfare, said the speaker. 

Members of the Red Cross appearing 
between the trenches,“ he said are im- 
mediately shot, They are fired on even 
when appearing behind their own lines. 
Military necessity forbids any viewing 
of the defense by the enemy, when at 
close grips. — 

The appearance of a Red Cross am- 
bulance behind the lines, is the signal 
for immediate bombardment. The object 
of the attack is not the ambulance, but 
the road marked by it. That the am- 
bulance, with its wounded and attend- 
ants may be blown into atoms, is an 
unfortunate incident.’’ 

Although the Geneva convention gives 
protection to sanitary formations and 
establishments, this is on condition that 
they are not used to commit acts in- 
jurious to the enemy. 

For example, Edmunds pointed out, 
the Germans have shelled churches and 
other structures within the French lines 
on which the Red Cross flew.

BILL TAKING BRITISH TITLES 
FROM ENEMY PRINCES OPPOSED 


Sent to Special Committee for More 
Consideration After Being Dis- 
cussed in House of Lords. 
LONDON, March 14.—The House of 


Lords yesterday passed the second read- 
ing of the bill to deprive enemy 
princes of British titles and dignities, 
after the Government had promised to 
refer the bill to a special committee for 


further consideration. This promise was 
made because of objections to the Dill 
by some of the peers, who desired to 
sheive it, on the ground that it was ab- 
surd to regard certain Princes as trai- 
tors. : 

The Marquis of Lansdowne, admitted 
that the bill was only intended to apply 
to the Duke of Albany, the Duke of 
Cumberland and Prince Albert of Schles- 
wig-Holstein, who are related to the 
British royal family and who, he said, 
could not possibly be regarded as trai- 
tors. He said the bill was a mere con- 
cession to public opinion, and required 
more examination than it had received, 
becauses if it was desirable to satisfy 
public opinion it would be needful, to go 
much farther and deprive large numbers 
of persons fighting against England of 
their orders and decorations.

U, S. ADVICE ON RESEEDING 
WINTER-KILLED OATS FIELDS 


Extreme Cold Weather in February 
Caused Heavy Losses in 
Southern States, 
WASHINGTON, March 14.—The ex- 
treme cold weather in the Southern 
States during the first two weeks in 
February Caused much winter Killing 
of fall-sown vats. The yield from fall- 
sown oats is so much better than from 
spring-sown coats, however, that it will 
not be profitable to resow to spring 
oats unless much more than half the 
fall-sown oats were winter killed, ac- 
cording to the United States Department 

of Agriculture. 

It is best to delay reseeding a few 
days until it can be determined definite- 
iy whether or not there is a sufficient 
stand to justify ‘eaving the crop to ma- 
ture. Fields where it is certain that 
this crop was destroyed by cold may 
now be sown to spring oats with fair 
prospects for profitable yields if the 

seeding is done in February or early 

March. Only the most fertile land 

should be sown to oats in the spring, as 

this crop will not yield well from spring 
seeding on poor land. 
The best varieties to sow at this time 
are Burt, Fulghum, Red Rustproof and 
Appler. The land should not be plowed, 
but the surface should be loosened by 
disking or thorough harrowing und the 
seed drilled in. If a grain drill is not 
available the seed may be sown broad- 
cast and covered by disking and har-

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NAVY LEAGUE BACKS 


| RECRUITING CAMPAIGN 


Albert Bond Lambert Says De- 
mand for Gunners Promises 
Rapid Promotion. 


Now is the time to join the navy. if 
you wish to be a gunner. This is the 
belief of Albert Bond Lambert, head of 
the local branch of the Navy, League 
of the United States, who has undertak- 
en to stimulate reeruiting in St. Louis. 

Lambert said today ‘that the Presi- 
dent’s decision to arm merchant ships 
would deprive the navy. for a time. of 


many of its gunners. At present, he 
explained, they are more needed on mer- 
chant ships than on battleships. 

To defend a merchant ship against a 
submarine,’’ Lambert said, a gunner 
must be able to hit a stovepipe sticking 
out of the water at a distance of 2000 
yards or more. That is the size of the 
target they have to shoot at. There js 
no time for more than two shots. The 
first shot must give the range, and the 
second must smash the periscope, or the 
submarine will have escaped. 
Promotion to Be Rapid. 

“If a merchant ship has not a first- 
class gunner, it might as well not try 
to defend itself at all. Therefore there 
are many vaeancies now, and the chance 
for promotion to the rank of gunner in 


the navy is likely to be very rapid for 
A while. ‘ 
Naval recruiting posters, written by 


Lambert, are being posted by the local 
branch of the Navy League. In these 
posters, Lambert has emphasized the 
benefits of naval serviee for ambitious 
young men. He believes that, if the 
udvantage of the service were more 
generally understood, enlistments would 
be obtained more rapidly. 

The battleship, this poster says, is 
not merely a fighting machine, but it is 
in every sense a complete and splendid- 
ly equipped manual training ‘school, 
where men are engaged in a score of 
different occupations, especially fitting 
them for careers in civil life. Machin- 
ists, electricians. pharmacists, bakers, 
boiler makers, coppersmiths, carpen- 
ters, stenographers, wireless operators, 
plumbers, boat construction, bookkeep- 
ers—in fact, 50 different trades: and in 
doing all this the Navy is in the essen- 
tials carrying out a policy of practical 
and industrial education designed to fit 
the youth to take care of himself in 
life. 


103.000 Men Are Needed. 

“Apart from the work there are field 
and water sports. football, baseball. 
rowing, swimming. boxing. music, drills 
and exercises, target practice, and what 
goes generally to make life cheerful.“ 

According to figures cited by Lambert, 
103,000 additional men are needed to put 
the navy on a basis of the complete 
manning of all ships and lighter craft 
which would be needed in war. The 
present authorized force is 77,000, and 
there were 26,622 vacancies Feb. 3. Thy 
Navy League has been able, by special 
efforts, to increase the number of re- 
cruits materially, but a much larger 
number is needed. Because of the pres- 
ent lack of men, 16 battleships are now 
in reserve, virtually out of commission. 
Lambert says.

A special effort on behalf of the St. Louis an- 
nexation bill is the duty of all St. Louis members 
in the few hours now remaining for constructive 
legislative work.

THE MUNITIONS TAX. 

The Missouri Legislature should ponder the 
matter carefully before it passes the Wilkinson 
bill which would impose a tax of 10 per cent upon 
the selling price of all war munitions manufac- 
tured in the State for foreign Governments. The 
measure is intended to produce revenue, but its 
immediate effect is likely to be to drive the in- 
dustry out of Missouri. 

All such contracts as yet unfilled will expire 
March 31, and notice has been sent out that new 
ones are not likely to be offered. The Federal 
Government has imposed a tax of 12 1-2 per cent 
on the profits from munitions contracts, but this 
applies equally to manufacturers in all states. A 
State tax would apply only to the one common- 
wealth. This would mean, in all probability, that 
the business would go from Missouri to some 
state were there is no additional handicap. The 
manufacturers say the margin of profit is already 
too small for them to shoulder an additional im- 
position of 10 per cent and that the foreign Gov- 
ernments could not be expected to stand the bur- 
den when they can avoid it by simply buying the

be sunk without any precaution being taken 
for the safety of the persons on board, and 
without the exercise of visit and séarch, the 

Government of the United States has deter- 

mined to place upon all American merchant 

vessels sailing through the barred areas, an 
armed guard for the protéction of the vessels 
and the lives of persons on toard. 

This announcement in no way challenges any of 
Germany’s acknowledgéd rights under the law of 
nations; it does not deny to Germany the right to 
visit and search our vessels, to turn them back 
from enemy coasts effectively blockaded, to seize 
their contraband, or even to destroy them, after 
protecting persons on board. 

Germany, however, has publicly abandoned all 
of these lawful modes of civilized warfarg aud 
has substituted assassination. The world is thus 
thrown back into a state of nature with respect to 
her, where nations*must invoke the primitive and 
paramount law of self-preservation. 

Assassination long ago disappeared from land 
warfare as a crime too vile to be countenanczd 
among civilized belligerents. In 1806 Charl~s 
James Fox, British Foreign Minister, spurned the 


leon and thereby end that great war. The manual 
of the German General Staff, while joining in the 
condemnation of this crime, preaches officially to 
its army that it is permissible if accomplished 
through enemy subjects or third parties. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that wholesale assass- 
ination has been so lightly 9 as a per- 
missible practice in its navy. 
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THE COUNTRY IS BIGHT. 

Stephen Decatur did so much for his country 
that he can perhaps be pardoned for having said, 
“My country, right or wrong.“ But in the mouths 
of politicians, playing for the support of disloyal 
elements, the phrase has become unpardonable. It 
is an insinuation that the country is wrong. It 
was never more right than it is now. Senator 
Stone does not better his position as a whipped-in 
deserter by his misuse of the phrase. 
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A Chicagoan who recently celebrated his 100th 
birthday, chewed and drank liquor most of his 
life. A centenarian in Kansas attributes his 
longevity to abstinence from tobacco, and alco- 
holic drink. These two cases prove conclusively 
that the way to live to be 100 is to successfully 
pass your ninety-ninth birthday. 
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CHAIRMAN SCHMOLL’S FAIR PROPOSAL. 

Chairman Schmoll of the Republican City Com- 
mittee agrees that if the Democrats namé five 
candidates of approved qualifications for the 
School Board, his party will name one candidate 
and the, six WII be accopted as the ticket of both 
political organizations.

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SANE MORTGAGE TAXATION. 

A bill which makes a separate classification of 
mortgages for purposes of taxation, under the au- 
thorization of the Constitution, and requires ibe 
payment of a small recording tax has passed the 
Senate by a vote of 22 to 8. 

The strength developed in that body by tha 
measure is gratifying. The assessment of mort- 
gages on the plan on which other property is as 
sessed impased a burden of double taxation on 
Missourians who ‘can least afford it, with small 
gain in revenue to the State, It is practically con- 
fiscation to require the holder of a mortgag. 
to turn Over to the tax collector two or three per 
cent of a total income of only five or six per 
cent on its face value. As long as it is attempted, 
just so long will tax-dodging be a universal prac- 
tice and just so long will perjury be regdrded 
as only a conventional crime. 

The State's urgent revenue needs should impel 
the House to agreement in this bill. A small 
recording tax which will require every dollar se- 
cured by mortgage to pay something fato the 
treasury will yield 10 times as much income to the 
State as the present foolish system. That system
